LONDON, May 28.—Railway stations 
in German Lorraine, a chloride factory 
at Mannheim, on the Rhine, and. the 
railway near Liége, were bombed Tues- 
day night and.

PARIS, May 2.—Tonight’s report of 
the War.

On May 20 an enemy — was 
brought down in an aerial engage- 
ment.

Bombing Villages and ages and Reads Behind

‘WITH THE AMBRICAN ARMY IN

The marked increase-in German aerial 
activity aldng the Picerdy front of late 
has. raised the. question whether. it 
may not be a prelude to new action 
by the enemy infantry... Whether or 
not this be. the case, the American 
troops on the line are becoming eager

The German eircraft have been es- 


tpecially active since the advent of the 


new moon. Villages and roada behind 
the American lines in Picardy have 
been bombed, and some of the villages 
visited. by the hostile aviators present 
pitiful scenes of destruction. The mili- 
tary damage done has been negligible, 
but some civilians have been killed, 
most of them women and children. 

The American soldiers and nurses in 
touch with the French population in the 
areas that have received visitations are 
offering aid and comfort to the dis- 
tressed. That some American hespitals 
have not been. demaged is no fauit of 
the enemy, but is due to good fortune, 
as the Germans are apparently drop- 
ping their bombs without consideration 
of military objectives. -

, When the Red Cross Mission went to Serbia,’ 
the Austrian atrocities had reached their zenith. 
The ‘Austrians had set themselves to annihilate 
that nation. In some places the people were 
driven by soldiers with fixed bayonets into court-' 
yards of the schools and there shot down. In 
others, they were tied ih groups to hayricks which 
were then set on fire. Victims were left hanging 
by scores to village trees. 

There is a little strip of. Serbia in the neigh- 
borhood of Monastir that, has been saved from 
the invader, and it is here the Red Cross is help- 
ing what is left of Serbia. There are 21,000 acres. 
of fertile plain in this district, and to this district’ 
the Red Cross is sending enough seeds and farm 
machinery to assure the production of thousands . 
cf bushels of barley, rye, potatoes and other food 


produce this year.

FIRST STEP TOWARD RAISING 
RAILWAY RATES. 

The Director General is charged 
with the rehabilitation of nearly 
twenty billions of railway capital, 
owned by many miillions, and. the 
basis of many other billions of credit, 
and ‘trade engagements. Therefore 
he will have sympathetic support in 
his task of reducing the railway def- 
icit by operation and thus restoring 
the credit of the companies. It is 
not enough that the Government 
should be fair in its treatment of the 
railways: under the President’s plan 
of taking them over for the period of 
the wat, and to maintain the plant 
in godd: physical condition. To re- 


under a continuation of the conditions 
which prostrated them financially 
would be unfair treatment, what- 
ever other good things were done. 
The railways must be mdde able to 


earn. their -dividends and interest and|. 


costs of operation, all on a fair basis 
in relation to all other prices. It 
would seem impossible to do this 
without an increase of rates, and 
there is a first step which should be 
taken in this direction for political 
as well as financial considerations. 
For years the State Commissions 
have made sport of the Interstate 
Commission’s rate orders. This 
week are published two. decisions 
by the Supreme Court — dismissing 
appeals ‘from the Interstate. Com- 
mission’s order that the Texas Com- 
mission should cease discrimination 
in favor of Texas trade by mak- 
ing intrastate rates in conflict with 
interstate rates. The Director Gen- 
eral will be on firm ground for sum- 
mary procedure in all such cases,’ and 
they are multitudinous. There can 
be no easier or juster way. of begin- 
ning with rate increases than by en- 
forcing the Federal rates.and fares 
over State rates and fares which are 
in avowed opposition to official Fed- 
eral declaration of reasonableness. 
The railways and, the Commission 
alike have been reluctant to join 
issue with State authofities; but the 
Director General. will-.not hesitate 
with the Supreme Court at his back.

on in even one part of this colossal war 
can be seen by any one observer. ‘Nega- 
tive testimony has no weight in the bal- 
ance as against evidence that is posjtive, 
and there is positive evidence of indis- 
putable quality that one ‘‘ smoke fund” 
alone—The §un’s—has not only collected 
and spent for tobacco a great sum of 
money, but that the tobacco has really 
crossed the Atlantic and really been dis- 
tributed among the American soldiers. 

Counting each cigarette or pipeful of 
tobacco as a ‘‘ smoke,’’ the number of 
** smokes’? which The Sun Fund ‘has 
already provided for our fighters abroad 
reaches the colossal total of 187,000,000. 
This is an average distribution of more 
than 13,000,000 a month for the ten 
months during which this fund has been 
in operation, and as, for a considerable 
part of that time, the United States had 
in France not more than 50,000 men, the 
share of each could not have been 
minute. 

And that the distribution was effected 
is demonstrated by the recejpt of many 
letters from the soldiers in the ranks 
and by other letters from the Quarter- 
master General and his assistants. So 
that question can be regarded as settled. 

That it is an important question as 
well as a settled one is shown by the 
fact that this week—far from too soon 
and long after both Great. Britain and 
France reached the same conclusion— 
our Government ‘has decided to count 
tobacco among the. necessaries of its 
soldiers and has. made it an item in their 
regular rations. This was a wise and 
therefore a commendable action. To-

On the contrary the anti-typhoid 
vaccination. has practically banished that 
historic sedurge of armies from our own 
cantonments: and our own army and 
Navy, and also from all the armies in 
Europe.’ In the British Army in France 
99 per cent. of the soldiers, having’ seen 
the splendid protection of :this vaccina- 
tion, voluntarily secure its benefits. 

The second resolution ‘‘ points to the 
provision of exemption now made by 
Great Britain,’ that power having been 
forced to rescind the rule of compulsion 
after the alarming effects of inoculation 
were disclosed.” The statement in this 
resolution is also untrue, as is shown by 
the following cable correspondence be- 
tween myselt and Lieut.
